Hoover and impress hi\ with the fadt that the article is a 
distinct violation of ^security -yXha^^rpctiyes JimdeiL^sdaich 
he operated were ,issue<Mby tWCombined Chiefs of Staff and 
are still Top Secret. Aeyjjfcth. feel 'that the disclosure' 
of' the 'methods employed kyinimi cal to the best interests 
of national security. 

General Vandenberg ^aas had a ^memorandum prepared 
which you might be interested :^n seeing should you desire 

to follow their suggestions and\isculs the matter with Mr. 
Hoover . \ ft
